FIFTY YEARS 


ODAY, January 18, 1947, the Crouse-Hinds Company 
is celebrating its fiftieth anniversary, and, on such 
an occasion, a glance at the past is appropriate. 

History is not necessarily dull or useless. It is like a 
surveyor running a line. He takes “‘back sights,’’ not to 
see where he was but to see where he is. So perhaps some 
“back sights’’ will help in understanding what Crouse- 
Hinds is like today. 

Every business is begun because someone has an idea. 
In 1896, Huntington B. Crouse had an idea. He wanted 
to be a businessman. As simple as that. But how, or 
what business, he didn’t know. He had been a jewelry 
store clerk and had worked in a flour mill, but now, at 
the age of twenty-four, he wanted a business of his own. 

Through a mutual friend he met Jesse L. Hinds, a 
man over twice his age. Hinds, like Crouse, had an idea. 
He too wanted to go into business; however, his idea 
had taken a definite form. He wanted to manufacture 
articles for the electrical trade. At that time, Hinds was 
associated with a local manufacturing concern making 
switches, switchboards, and panelboards. 

Both Crouse and Hinds were confident that electricity, 
which then, in 1896, was becoming a formidable con- 
tender with gas for illumination and with line shafts for 
power transmission, was destined to win the struggle. 

This conviction formed the basis for subsequent con- 
ferences in which both men made discoveries. Crouse 
discovered that Hinds had no capital but did have the 
‘know how’’. Hinds discovered that, while Crouse had 
extremely little capital, he did have boundless enthus- 
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iasm. Both discovered they liked each other. So it came 
about that, on January 18, 1897, partnership papers were 
signed and the Crouse-Hinds Electric Company was born. 


ODEST quarters, consisting of one-half the second 
M floor, were rented at 500 East Water Street in 
Syracuse. The degree of modesty is indicated by the 
monthly rent, $33.33 including heat and power. 

When examining the second floor prior to renting, the 
partners found one corner partitioned off and occupied 
by an inventor who was then engaged in preparing to 
make and sell a patented trolley car headlight. In 1897 
electric street railways were going strong and electric 
interurban lines looked promising. The newly-joined 
partners thought over the possibilities and concluded it 
might be smart to offer to make and sell this headlight 
on a royalty basis. Such a move would give them another 
string to their bow. Thus it was that the Syracuse 
Changeable Headlight became a Crouse-Hinds product. 

Subsequent development demonstrated that this de- 
cision was most fortunate, not that this headlight ever 
became the dominating product, but eventually it did 
lead the company into the field of illumination, about 
which more later. 

By Fall, October 1897, the company was gratified to 
find itself in need of a shipping clerk—one who was 
ready and willing. A young fellow applied and was 
hired—he was Charles M. Crofoot, who is today Com- 
mercial Vice-President with headquarters in New York 
City. 
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By careful planning and management, the young enter- 
ptise weathered the first year, and, to the pleasure of 
both Crouse and Hinds, the books when closed showed 
a small profit—not much, but the figures were black, 
not red. 

Shortly after the opening of the year 1898, the partners 
took their courage in both hands and expanded by rent- 
ing the other half of the second floor. Whether this 
brought the rent up to the staggering total of $66.66 per 
month is not in the record, but the increased space did 
give room for much needed additional machinery and 
men. The record does show that the peak in employ- 
ment during that year was thirty-four—Office 3, Engi- 
neering 2, Salesmen 3, Factory 26. 


ARLY in 1900, Frederick F. Skeel joined the force 

as ‘Advertising Manager’’. There was not much 
advertising, but the many other jobs which kept him 
busy and gave him experience eventually led to his be- 
coming a Commercial Vice-President with headquarters 
in Chicago, an office he held until his death in 1943. 

In 1900, the young company was suffering growing 
pains, and Mr. Hinds, who by that time was affection- 
ately called ‘‘Father’’, suggested the building on West 
Jefferson Street which had housed the concern he had 
formerly been connected with. The whole building— 
four floors—was rented, a real expansion. 

Early in 1901 a new member was added to the group— 
Albert F. Hills. This young man came as Purchasing 
Agent. He soon transferred to the sales end of the busi- 
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ness and is today Vice-President and General Sales 
Manager. 

During 1903 it became apparent that a partnership 
was an inadequate arrangement for existing and future 
needs; therefore, it was dissolved and replaced by a 
corporate structure. In this change the word ‘‘Electric’’ 
was dropped, making the new name simply ‘‘Crouse- 
Hinds Company’’. 

In the same year of 1903, two new men joined the 
organization. William L. Hinds, who had had several 
years experience with the Davis Sewing Machine Com- 
pany of Dayton, Ohio, came as Mr. Crouse’s assistant. 
In later years he became, successively, Secretary, Vice- 
President, and since Mr. Crouse’s passing in 1943, Presi- 
dent. William Cornell Blanding went to work in the 
stockroom, but soon graduated to office work of increas- 
ing responsibility, and has for many years been the 
Company’s Treasurer. 

The company was busy, but making switchboards, 
which was the principal product, involved serious head- 
aches. Each one had to be tailor-made according to the 
whims of the man who was to use it, and the switch- 
boards were largely just assemblies of purchased parts. 
It was not a real manufacturing operation, and the Com- 
pany realized what it needed was something which 
could be made in quantity, sold at a steady price, and 
carried in stock by wholesalers. 


N 1906, there came what looked like an opportunity 
—once again a man with an idea. 
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Rigid conduit for housing of electrical conductors had 
been used for many years and its safety advantages had 
been well proven. However, its use had been quite gen- 
erally restricted to concealed work, that is, where the 
wiring occupied hollow spaces in walls and partitions. 
The boxes and fittings available were, quite naturally, 
designed for this kind of installation. When it was de- 
sired to run conduit exposed, these boxes and fittings 
were both unhandy and unsightly. 

Morton Havens, Jr., an electrical contractor in Al- 
bany, had an exposed conduit job to do. He was bothered 
because he knew he could take no pride in it. Then he 
had his idea. It was—make a line of conduit fittings 
designed for exposed work and as well suited to their 
purposes as plumbing fittings were to their intended 
purposes. The more he thought about it the more he 
liked it, and decided it was worth trying. 

He designed and had made a few types of fittings. 
They worked well and made a job in which he could 
take pride. He patented them, and then, because he was 
a contractor and had no desire to get into manufacturing, 
and because of his pleasant business relations with the 
up and coming Crouse-Hinds Company, he proposed that 
it take on the development of his brain children and 
their introduction to the electrical market. 

At first Mr. Crouse was skeptical. The idea was new. 
Rigid conduit was run exposed only when it could not 
be run concealed. The Crouse-Hinds Company had no 
foundry and no machinery suitable for some of the 
operations. It looked like placing one’s entire bank roll 
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on a horse with no track record. Nevertheless, it was 
decided it was worth a try. So an agreement was entered 
into with Havens, and a cautious venture was made. It 
was a prospecting expedition in the search of ‘‘pay dirt’’. 

Acceptance by the trade was not instant, but results 
were encouraging, sufficiently so that a few more types 
and sizes were made. These, because of their forerunners, 
gained somewhat quicker acceptance. 

This new arrival needed a name. After much head 
scratching and brow wrinkling someone made up the 
word ‘“‘Condulet’’, a contraction of ‘“‘conduit’’ and 
outlet... 

To the delight of all, the prospects became brighter 
and brighter. The idea caught on. More and more types 
were added until today more than fifteen thousand items 
constitute the Condulet line. Conduit installations in all 
parts of the world are equipped with Condulets. 

The year 1920 saw the beginning of a great new 
chemical era. With startling rapidity a myriad of new 
and highly useful synthetic products became available. 
Also, new and better processes for refining petroleum 
were developed and expanded to keep pace with the 
phenomenal growth of the automobile and aviation 
industries. 

Many of these new products and processes greatly 
increased fire and explosion hazards—so much so that 
new and safer electrical equipment became necessary. 
To meet these new conditions the company designed and 
built an entirely new line of Condulets, commonly called 
“Explosion Proof’’. This new line received such wide 
acceptance that today it constitutes a substantial and 
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ever-increasing portion of the business. It is used in all 
industries where dangers exist because of the presence of 
explosives, gases, and combustible dusts. 

Earlier in this brief story the Syracuse Changeable 
Headlight was cited as having been an important mem- 
ber of the product family in that it acted as a door 
opener to the field of illumination. This headlight made 
use of the carbon filament incandescent lamp of those 
days, which gave a rather feeble light. Carbon arcs were 
also used as a light source, and Crouse-Hinds used them 
too in making headlights for high speed interurban 
trolley lines and for lighting outdoor areas such as 
railroad yards. The arc gave plenty of light, but new 
carbons had to be put in every day, quite an expense for 
the man using it. 

Then, in 1906, a new light source came into being, the 
tungsten filament incandescent lamp. It soon displaced 
the carbon lamp for ordinary purposes, and began a win- 
ning battle against the arc for out-of-doors illumination. 

Soon the Crouse-Hinds Company found itself making 
new reflectors and new cases for this incandescent lamp. 
Floodlights, as they are now called, were sold in in- 
creasing volume so that today they form an important 
part of Crouse-Hinds production, and are used to light 
ball parks, gas stations, and countless other places 
throughout the country. It was but a natural step, with 
the company established in this field, to take on the 
manufacture of searchlights, airway beacons, and the 
several kinds of lighting units used at airports and 
flying fields. 
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HAT one drink leads to another is not a certainty, 

but that one idea usually leads to a multiplicity of 
other ideas is a sure thing. The development and mass 
production of the automobile resulted in huge, electric- 
ally operated factories which, of course, needed Condu- 
lets. One might reasonably expect this happy circum- 
stance would have been all the Crouse-Hinds Company 
could and need expect, and so it was for a time. Those 
big and bigger factories consumed and continued to 
consume prodigious quantities of Condulets. Also they 
began turning out a startling number of automobiles; so 
many that street intersections became dangerous. 

Some improvement was had by placing an officer, 
equipped with a semaphore, in the intersection. But the 
visibility of this arrangement was too poor and the 
obstruction thus erected undesirable. 

Some sensible person conceived the idea of mounting 
powerful colored lighting units high enough above the 
street so that they could be seen easily from a reasonable 
distance and in daylight. So it came about that the 
ancestors of the present day traffic signals were Crouse- 
Hinds trolley car headlights. 

That idea caught on so that today the traffic signals 
and their automatic controls are important members of 
the Crouse-Hinds products family. 


HIS chronicle has wandered a bit from a strict 
chronological report of events. Not all of the de- 
velopments recorded occurred or could have occurred 
within the walls of the small building on West Jefferson 
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Street. To handle the expanding Condulet business, space 
was acquired in adjoining buildings until finally rents 
were being paid to a dozen landlords. The cellars of the 
several surrounding buildings were connected by tunnels 
so that the commonly applied term “‘catacombs’’ was 
quite accurate. 

Due to spring sprees indulged in by Onondaga Creek, 
the “‘catacombs’’ were annually inundated. The stock 
stored there was never seriously damaged by these floods, 
but the job of house cleaning was a nasty one. 

By 1910, it was obvious that it would soon be neces- 
sary to move again, so twenty-five acres of vacant land 
north of Syracuse were purchased and plans for a modern 
factory started. The corner stone of the present plant 
was laid in 1911. During its construction, Mr. Crouse 
broke his leg; nevertheless, his daily inspection trips 
were continued by use of a wheel-chair. 

Since completion, the new plant has gained several 
additions, including gray iron and aluminum foundries 
and a large warehouse. 


OOD will is not an item that can be accurately 
evaluated. On the books, it may be entered at 
only $1.00, but in the thinking and planning of execu- 
tives of a well-run and going business, it has a place of 
pre-eminence. Webster defines it as ““The . . . advantage 
. . a business acquired beyond the mere value of what 
it sells.”’ 
Around 1910, Mr. Crouse realized that an increase in 
good will was the equivalent of an addition to the bank 
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balance, while a loss in that quality had the effect of a 
withdrawal and was much harder to replace. By fair 
dealing, the Crouse-Hinds Company had acquired a 
large measure of good will, but due to practices prevail- 
ing in the electrical trade, good will between manu- 
facturer and wholesaler was a fluid, not a firm element. 
Mr. Crouse wanted it solidified—made firm. He thought 
he could do it. It would take courage and iron deter- 
mination. 

The practice among business houses at that time was 
to publish list prices. Some went so far as to publish 
discounts as well. However, both prices and discounts 
were frequently juggled to fit situations. This practice 
had made the industry’s price structure veer like a 
weather vane. 

Mr. Crouse decided he would publish his list prices 
and discounts applicable to wholesalers and also those 
applicable to other purchasers. He decided further that 
under no circumstances would the prices or discounts be 
shaded to give one buyer an advantage over another in 
the same class. He acted on his decision and announced 
to all and sundry how his company would sell its goods. 

The trade smiled, “‘It couldn’t be done and Crouse 
would find it out.’’ They reckoned without full knowl- 
edge of the man. 

Gradually, as the Crouse-Hinds Company continued 
to refuse to change its policy, attempts to gain special 
favors decreased. Finally, it began to dawn on whole- 
salers that the Crouse-Hinds policy was a good policy; 
that no longer did they have to worry about the possi- 
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bility of a rival house receiving a secret extra five per 
cent. : 

That policy is still in force. Its merits have been 
demonstrated so conclusively that many other companies 
have adopted a similar policy. By it, Mr. Crouse made 
good will between his company and its customers firm— 
a real, dependable asset. 

On June 6, 1943, after a short illness, Mr. Crouse 
passed on. Judged by any one of several standards, he 
had lived a full and successful life. The type of standards 
he set is indicated by quotations from a speech he made 
in 1938 to the National Electrical Wholesalers Associ- 
ation: 

“Our objective, I believe, is. . . to so conduct ourselves 
and our businesses that we may merit full respect and 
confidence, not only of everyone in our own organization 
but of our customers, of our contemporaries, and of our 
competitors.”’ 
and 

“We all should base our judgment and our every 
action on what we stand for—not what we fall for.’ 

Mr. Jesse L. Hinds died in 1928. He had retired from 
active participation in the business several years pre- 
viously, but had never lost interest in the welfare of the 
business nor in his many friends among the employees. 

Shortly after Mr. Crouse’s passing in 1943, William 
L. Hinds became President. Huntington B. Crouse, Jr., 
who had worked for the company since 1935 in many 
departments of the organization, was chosen a Vice- 
President. At that time, John R. Tuttle, who came with 
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the company in 1933 as Controller, was elected Secretary. 

The Crouse-Hinds Company has passed through two 
world wars. In both, its products were required in all 
branches of the armed services. In both wars the com- 
pany cooperated to the limit of its ability. But due to 
the all out requirement and the length of the second 
war, the Company’s record in it is much more impressive. 

Condulets became a number one necessity in most of 
the huge manufacturing plants, munition factories, 
chemical plants and oil refineries. Floodlights and traffic 
signals went to war. Floodlights made night beach land- 
ings and defense possible, while traffic signals assisted 
in the orderly unloading of trucks, tanks, and troops 
from landing craft. 

Special and secret signalling equipment, some of it 
involving “‘black light’’ and electronics, was developed 
for the Navy. A portable traffic signal was produced for 
directing aircraft, one of which was said to have sig- 
nalled the start of the Normandy invasion. 

Factory, office and engineering departments labored 
day and night to meet the constantly increasing pressure 
of the terrific struggle. Men and women strove indi- 
vidually and collectively to make their united efforts tell 
in winning the war. 

There were material shortages, man-power shortages, 
new designs to be worked out and proved, lack of ade- 
quate room, and hundreds of discouraging and hindering 
annoyances, but the men and women of Crouse-Hinds 
saw it through. The government gratefully acknowledged 
this patriotic effort by awarding the men and women of 
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the organization the Army and Navy E not once, but 
four times. 

From the work benches and foundry stations, drafting 
boards and office desks, 497 young men and young 
women entered the armed services. Twelve gave their 
lives. 

V-J day brought vexing problems to many industries, 
but fortunately, to Crouse-Hinds it meant continuation 
of production of the same articles, but for peacetime 
needs. Returned service men with broadened experience 
and training were welcomed back in great numbers, and 
today the organization is busy with the job of taking 
care of the country’s post-war needs for its products. 


ARLY in this brief historical sketch it was suggested 
that it might be helpful to pause on this anniversary 
and take ‘‘back sights,’’ not so much to review the past, 
but rather to check today’s position and to keep straight 
the line to be run into the future. In this, its fiftieth year, 
the Company’s objectives are still what they have been 
through the years—to strive for continued frank, man- 
to-man relationship with all employees; to make a good 
product better; and to deal fairly and honestly with all. 
The Company is grateful for much, but most of all, 
for the spirit of friendliness on the part of all in the 
organization, a spirit that only years of working together 
can build.
